HH ways and meanscommhteeofCongress.says 
the Doylestown, Pa., Democrat, has determined 


upon the repeal of tht- war revenue tax bill enact- 
ed at the time of the Spanish War. When the 
recommendation to abolish the war taxes was be- 
fore the Committee, Mr. Francis G. Newlands, of 
Nevada, offered an amendment providing that every 
industrial corporation engaged in manufacturing, 
whose annual receipts exceed $1,000,000, should be 
compelled to pay a special tax of one-tenth of one 
per cent, on all gross receipts in excess of $1,000,- 
ooo per annum. The amendment further provided 
that every corporation of the above magnitude 
should render, at the close of each year, a complete 
statement of its capital and surplus, receipts, ex- 
penses and profits, and amounts and rates of wages 
paid, the statistics so provided to be classified nnd 
published by the Commissioner of Internal Reven- 
ue. 


Although the Committee rejected Mr. Newlands' 


amendment by a party vote, he states that he will 
offer it again when the measure is called up in the 
House. Representative Newlands declares that his 
amendment is in complete accord with President 
Roosevelt's recommendation of publicity for the 
trusts, and he is of the opinion that it would insure 
a contribution from those industries which the gov- 
ernment is protecting at a rate averaging close to 
50 per cent, of between $5,000,000 and $10,000,000 a 
year, and would also insure that publicity which 
the President so strongly advocates and which is 
essential before intelligent legislation can be enact- 
ed, either for the control of the trusts or the adjust- 
ment of the tariff rates. 


Should the war revenue tax be repealed without 


the adoption of such an amendment as that of Mr. 
Newlands, the burden of taxation will fall on the 
poor and middle classes, the necessaries of life be- 
ing heavily taxed while the gigantic monopolies 
will contribute practically nothing to the support of 
the government which deals so bountifully with 
them. 


If the Republicans are sincere in their represen- 


tations they will adopt this r.mendment. Its results 
in the way of information published, will merely 
serve, provided their contentions are correct, to 
prove their correctness, that the trusts are not in- 
jurious to society and an injustice to the large mass 
of consumers and that the time has not come when 
a revision of the tariff is essential to the future pros- 
perity of the country. 


Of course, if the Republicans are mistaken in 


their claims, the information will prove it and if 
they are as honest and patriotic as they claim to be 
they will only be too glad to have it proven to them 
that their present course is wrong. At all events 
the people of the ccuntry will note the policy of 
the Republican party in this Congress with intense 
interest and its action in regard to the trusts will 
insure success or defeat at the polls next fall. 
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MISS ROOSEVELT'S VISIT. 


HR JOURNAL, like the Montpelier, (Vt ) Ar- 
gus is not deposed to credit the report that 


President Roosevelt waited lo hear from the coun- 
try before deciding to grant his daughter's request 
to attend the coionation of King Edward. It is 
quite conceivable that Senator Hanna. ivho ischair- 
maa of the Republican national committee, may 
have advised him not to do so. It is not like Roos- 
evelt, as his friends believe in him, to be concerned 
about the political results of his actions. 
It is none 


of the public's business wheis his daughter visits. 
If she were going to the coronation as a representa- 
tive of the government in any sense, or as a repre- 
sentative of the President's family there would be 
occasion for a protest from those who do not believe 
such attention should be shown to royalty. As we 
understand it she will go to London as the guest of 
Ambassador Whitelaw Reid, representing nothing 
but the desire of a healthy American girl to see 
what will doubtless be the spectacle of the century. 


Edward's coronation will be-a big thing, bigger 


than Barn urn's circus. 
It is of about as much con- 


sequence in public affair.% as that aggregation of 
talent 
It is an anachronism. Crowning a monarch 


who does not rule is as sensible as putting a fancy 
speeding harness on a truck horse. 


We can understand the desire of people to wit- 


ness the spectacle. Its like may never occur again 
in the world's history. We do not see why the 
United States should send any special representa- 
tives to witness it. It would not add greatly to the 
burdens of Ambassador Choate if he should attend 
to that job in addition to his regular duties. 
He 


won't be very busy with diplomacy at that time. 


Twenty-five different men have been at various 


times inaugurated President of the United States, 
but we never knew of England sending a special 
ambassador to look on and see that it was done 
properly. England is supposed to have conceived 
a greaUi degree of friendship for the United States 
in recent years. She might have demonstrated it 
at the second inauguration of McKinley if she did 
not feel like sending an ambassador the first time. 


Tb« fact is the whole affair is a useless lot of 


flummery. If any individuals want to see it they 
have a right to, but for the United States to send 
aijrone jo witness it » flunkcyUm.

Senators are elected by the trusts, and as a remedy 
for the .evil, they should be elected by a direct vote 
of the people. Perhaps it was thought too difficult 
to accompany the assertion with a proper explana- 
tion of just how it is being done.—Bodie Miner Im 
dex. 


If the Index editor means how the trusts elect 


Senators through legislatures, he would probably 
would have gained the information he seeks if he 
had been at Carson City at the last Senatorial elec- 
tion in this State. Col. Chinn, an emissary or mis- 
sionary of the sugar trust would doubtless have de- 
lighted in furnishing the information desired.

people of a great empire.

POSITION OF REPUBLICAN 
PARTY TERSELY OUTLINED 


A Communication Stating the Atti- 


tude of that Party on the Issues 
Now Before Congress. 


Ed. Journal: 
The Republican leaders ore not 


happy over the,tar!ff situation. In fact 
they are out of harmony. 
The lack 


of perfect concord was first manifested 
by the failure of the Senate to ratify 
the reciprocity treaties negotiated by 
the late President McKlnley, who was 
himself a high priest In the temple of 
protection. 
He saw plainly, however, 


that we had got beyond the Industrial 
condition which merely required that 
foreign goods should be kept out of free 
competition with American goods in 
the home market, on some lines we 
•Wre producing far beyond our own 
consumptive capacity and for the sur- 
plus we must find markets abroad. It 
was with this condition In view that he 
so earnestly advocated reciprocity. He 
strongly urg«d upon his party the 
necessity of making- reasonable com- 
mercial concessions to other countries 
in order that our own surplus products 
might find a freer vent. Thus far, his 
party while professing to endorse his 
policy to the letter, has failed to take 
the first step toward carrying out this 
feature of It. 
TRUST-CONTROLLED PRODUCTS. 


Mr. McKinley had not 
gone 
the 


length of 
proposing the removal 
of 


duties from trust-controlled products, 
but nothing can be more certain than 
that he would very soon have reached 
that point, for the two propositions 
are closely related. 
The huge indus- 


trial combinations which have been 
made during recent years, besides op- 
pressing the consuming- public in this 
country, are a grave menace to our 
foreign trade. Operating at home be- 
hind the impassible wall of the tariff 
they sell their products here at prices 
which enable them to make heavy cuts 
In export prices, and thus invade for- 
eign 
markets 
under 
circumstances 


which place their competitors at a sei - 
lous disadvantage. 
Mr. Schwab, the 


head of the ateel trust, in his testimony 
before the Industrial Commission, ad- 
mitted that the export prices of our 
leading manufacturers were, upon an 
average, about 26 per cent below the 
prices charged to dealers in the home 
market. This is xhe condition of which 
foreigners so bitterly complain, and 
upon which they base their demand

The significance of 
the Republican 


opposition is emphasized by the cir- 
cumstance that the measure, as formu- 
lated by Mr. Newlands, requires these 
corporations yearly to 
make sworn 


statements of the nature of their busi- 
ness, the number of factories owned or 
operated b> them, the capital, surplus, 


wagres, taxes, etc., the pur- 


pose being ito obtain the fullest public- 
ity as to the business and methods of 
theae combinations, and thus lay a 
foundation 
for 
moie comprehensive 


legislation designed to curb their over- 
grown and still growing power. 


THE BABCOCK BILL. 


The Babcock proposition to reduce 


the duties on iron and steel goods has 
some Republican support, but the pres- 
ent indications are that the measure 
will ^never be" reported by the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means, and that If 
by some miracle It should be, the House 
Committee on Rules will never allow 
it to come to a vote In that body. 


Mr. Babcock has twice offered his 


bill- ad an amendment to the one re- 
pealing the war taxes. The first time, 
some weeks ago, It received the solid 
Demociatlc vote ivith that of Mr. Bab- 
cock himself, but it was beaten, and 
everybody supposed that the measure 
was dead for the session. 
On Mon- 


day, and, not very judiciously, as to 
time, he again offered his bill. 
Mr. 


Newlands was absent, attending a 
meeting of the Irrigation Committee, 
and Mr. Cooper was somewhere else. 
Neither had any intimation of Mr. 
Babcock's purpose. 
But "there were 


two Republicans, Hopkins and Long, 
also absent, and when the vote was 
taken, the 
Committee stood 7 to 6 


against 
the 
measure, Babcock 
and 


Tawney, Republicans, voting with the 
Democrats. If the full Committee had 
been pip^ent the result would 
have 


been the same If Newlands and Coop-

REPEAL OF WAR TAXES. 


The recent action of the Committee 


on Ways and Means In reporting a bill 
for the repeal of the war taxes, may 
be taken to indicate the 
prevailing 


trend of

to so reduce the revenues of the* gov- 
ernment as to enable the high protec- 
tionist to argue plausibly that any 
lowering of duties through reciprocity

be removed first. Of course the whole 
contention is illogical and Insincere 
The lowering, or even the total removal 
of 
duties from trust 
products wil 


scarcely reduce the revenue at all for 
those products are* not Imported to 
any extent worth considering. 


RECIPROCITY. 


After the war taxes are all rtpeale 


there will still remain a surplus of 
revenue estimated At $30,000.000 annu 
ally. The reciprocity Idea, as now pro 
posed, only Involve* a reduction of one 
fifth in the rate* of duty. This would j 
result in some additional imports, and 
it is easy to see that with a surplus of 
$30,000,000 to begin with, a great deal 
could be done along this Hoe without 
creating a deficit. 


TAX ON CORPORATIONS. 


Besides, if it is thought that there is 


any real dagger of a shortage of rev- 
enue, such contingency can easily be 


met, 
In good part at least, by adopting 


the Newlands proposition tojreduce the 
tax on sugar and petroleum refiners 
from one-fourth to one-tenth of one 
per cent on gross receipts, and then ex- 
tend it to all industrial corporations, 
the receipts of which exceed $1,000,000 
annually. 


This meausre, with only slight modl- 


ficatlons, has been urged insistently 
by Mr. New-lands, both on the floor of 
the H6use and in Committee. 


It* effect would be to provide a good- 


ly sum in revenue and at tha same 
time place the burden where it right- 
fully belong* — on the shoulders of giant 
corporations that are realizing enor- 
mous profits upon their highly protect- 
ed industries. 
It is almost needless 


for me to say that in his advocacy of 
the measure Mr. Newlands has en- 
countered a solid Republican opposi-
